Mr. Mattem ran to 
the comer of Crchard and Orange 
streets and gare the alarm.

Glasgow. Dec. 27. — The strike situa 
tion, in so far as the North firitish rail- 
way is in\ olved, is very slightly changed. 
The officials of that company have suc- 
ceeded m engaging ttie services of s 
number of new hands, and in effecting 
b slight improvement in the pa^(;enger 
ti attic on the ro.-id. As yet the move- 
ment of the I adly delated ami ■ (instant- 
ly accuiuulat-Ua' nnus of freight piled 
up on the bide tiack has not heen ma- 
terially advanced. 

The men have agreed to confer with 
the direitord of the company, provided 
the secretary of their tmion is permit- 
ted to be present and give his cotmsel 
during the deliberations of the meet- 
ing. Inasmi.ch as the directors have 
been very pOHitiv» in their assertions 
that they would dose the road rather 
than (ermit any interference with its 
mausgemeut hy the employee or their 
representatives, it is doubtful whether 
they will consent to recognise the sec- 
retary of the union. Should they do 
BO, the public as well as the strikei s 
will consider the company's position as 
having very significantly weakened 
within the past twelve hours. 

At Aberdeen, however, the battle 
seems to go badly against the strUcers, 
almost every man having resumed 
work. At all the great centers of the 
strike, the employers express confidence 
that before long the necessities of their 
families will compel the men to come 
to terms and resume work. On the 
other hand, the strikers assert that they 
are in a condition to continue the strug- 
gle for six weeks without causing dis- 
tress to themselves or their families. 
Tliey claim to have pmdently prepared 
for the contingency now upon them, 
and the treasuries of ti e unions are be- 
lieved to be amply able to promptly re- 
lieve anything like suffering, or even 
scarcity of rec^essities.
